FRIGHTFUL HIGHJ5CHOOL DISASTER.

B lo o m in g to n ’, Ills , J an. 29 .— T w en ty per­ 
sons w ere injured at 3 o’clock yesterd ay aft­ 
ernoon in the hig h school at Lexing ton, in 
this county, by a terrific explosion, w hich 
was heard all over the town. 
While Profes­ 
sor J ess, surrounded by pupils and teachers, 
was conducting an experiment in chemistry, 
in which oxyg en was l^ing g enerated in a 
retort composed wholly or in part of iron, 
with iron pipe connections, the retort sud- 
denly flew to pieces, and nearly thirty per­ 
sons were burled in all directions and twenty 
o f them more or less mang led. 
G a so lin e T a k e s Fire. 
To add to the horror of th« scene a can of 
g asoline, throug h which a piece of hot iron 
had been blown, took fire, and for a few mo­ 
ments it looked as thoug h the building and 
some of the wounded victims mig ht be co n ­ 
sumed. 
The burning g asoline spread rapidly 
over th * floor and seats, but the flames « ’ere 
exting uished after a hard fig ht, in which 
several of the students were slig htly scorched. 
T h e D a n g e r o u s ly In ju red . 
Those most dang erously injured by the ex­ 
plosion are as follows: Professer J ess, terri­ 
bly burned about the head, fuce, arms, hands 
and eyes, will probably lose his sig ht, and 
may die; Bertie Fars 1, a youth of 20, com­ 
pound fracture o, leg ami artery cut, likely 
to die; Cora Kemp, ag ed 16, compound frac­ 
ture of leg ; Hattie Barnard, ag ed 16, struck 
on breast with a piece of iron pij>e, dang er­ 
ously hurt; Russell Stevenson, hurt on leg 
and terribly bruised; Wilson Dawson, t*adly 
cut and bruised; Will Hotsenpillard, badly 
mang led; Asa Lang staff, seriously bruised 
and cut.

Reports reached Paris concerning a 
lamentable occurrence at Yakutsk, in 
eastern Siberia. 
Some thirty exiles 
under administrative order—that is t«> 
say, who had not been condemned by 
any law court or tribunal—were to 
proceed to some more distant stations. 
The temporary g overnor, Ostashine. 
had issued new rules, which, if carried 
out, would for a journey throug h the 
polar wastes of Siberia result in the 
death of a g reat many of the travelers. 
A joint petition was therefore drawn 
up by all tip* exiles requesting the res­ 
toration of the old r 
ime. 
The e x­ 
ile» were told not to p.*-cut themselves 
in a body at the g overnment otliees, 
but to wait for the reply in a private 
house. 
Here, however, a subordinate 
otlieer o f police came and ortlered them 
to g o in a bodv to the g o vernment 
house. 
The exiles hesitated in the 
face of these contradictory orders, and 
the police and soldiers, suddenly lo s­ 
ing patience, attacked and tired upon 
them. 
The soldiers were rendered all 
tin; more brutal by the fact that some 
of the exiles had pistols anti made 
to m e slig ht show of defense. 
One po­ 
liceman was kilied, according to his 
own dying statement, accidentally by 
the soldiers, and the g overnor, Osta- 
shine, who came up during the dis­ 
turbance. and an oilicer wen* wound» « !. 
( )f the exiles six were killed outrig ht, 
including one yo ung woman, Mile. 
Goureviteh, and nine wounded, Mile. 
Zoroa.st.rott' amo ng them. 
Under the pretext that the drawing 
up of thirty petitions ag ainst an of- 
ticial decree constituted an act o f in­ 
surrection a court marshal was held. 
All the exiles wen* condemned to lo ng 
terms of penal servitude and three 
were sentenced to death.

them, named Bernstein, who had l>een 
struck by tour bullets, had to be carried 
under the g allo ws iu his bed.
